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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . A decision was made by tine Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences on 
November 28, 2007, affirming the rejection(s) against claims 1-7, 9-15, 34 and 35. 

2. In accordance with MPEP § 1214.06, rejected claims 1-7, 9-15, 34 and 35 are 
canceled by the examiner. 

3. Claims 16, 17, 19-22 and 24-33 have been previously canceled. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

4. Claims 8, 18 and 23 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. The marine 
propulsion device as claimed is not shown or suggested in the prior art because of the 
use of a metallic gear housing structure, a polymer layer that is disposed on an outer 
surface of said housing, and an adhesion promoting substance that is disposed within 
said polymer layer. The prior art also does not show or suggest the use of a polymer 
layer that is bonded to a gear housing structure through a plurality of holes that are 
formed through said gear housing structure. 

6. The prior art as disclosed by Takasaki et al. (US 6,31 2,821 ) shows the use of a 
marine propulsion device that is comprised of an aluminum gear housing structure and 
a polymer layer that is chemically bonded on an outer surface of said housing, with a 
separate adhesion promoting substance used to facilitate adhesion of said polymer 
layer to said outer surface of said housing. deBlois et al. (US 5,718,014) discloses a 
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motorized device that is comprised of a metal gear liousing structure and a polymer 
layer that is overmolded on said housing by means of injection molding.
